‘The Governor General of India in Council, hay- 
ing by Orders dated 20th February last, authorized 
the discontinuance of the collection of Inland Cus- 
tom Duties within the Territories subject to the 
Presidency of Fort William ia Bengal, and deem

By the abolition of tho Transit 
Duties throughout the Presidency 
of Fort William'in Bengal, a considerable amount 
of Public Revenue has been relinquished. As the 
relief to Commerce, and to the people, arising from 
tho abolition of these Datics, would’ remain very 
incomplete, were the lery of Town Duties under 
the provisions of Regulation X. of 1810 to bo 
maintained, the Governor General in Council has 
directed that the levy of Town Duties also shall 
conte within the Territories subject to the Presi- 
dency of Fort William in Bengal, from the Ist 
May next. It might without injustice be required 
that tho external Trade of the Presidency, on 
which the burthon of the relinquished duties has so

Governor General in Council feels it to be an 
object of the highest importance to the interests 
both of Great Britain and of India, to retrai 
far as possible, from raising the duties levi 
the Commerce of eiticr Coustry. He ia willing to 
trast largely to the indirect benefits of low taxation, 
and to the impulse which will be given to the 
industry of India by the removal of onerous and 
vexatious exactions. Under these considerations, 
he has resolved not to impose upon the Maritime 
Commerce of Bengal, an amount of duties which 
Il be estimated to raiso moro than half the sum 
direct Revenue, which was derived from the 
Transit and Town’ Duties of that Presidency. In 
framing a new Tarif upon this principle, he has 
ulso kept in view the object of extending to the 
other Presidencies, as soun ax the state of the 
Public Revenue and other circumstances shall 
admit of it, tho great boon which has been con- 
ferred upon’ Bengal; and he has endeavoured to 
adopt such a geale of duties as may be best suited to 
the ultimate establishment of free traffic between
